Navy Offers 


I.C.ers Promising Course 


NAVY MAN TO 
SPEAK HERE 
NEXT MONTH 


Following close in the wake of 
Lieutenant D. T. Adams of the 
United States Coast Guard. who 
spoke to the student body last 
Friday, comes word that the stu- 
dents will be privileged to hear 
another speech along the ‘same 
line by Lieutenant Commander 
E. H. Walter of the United States 
Navy Air Corps. Lieutenant 
Commander Walter will speak 
before the student body at an 
assembly to be held on Tuesday, 
February 18th. 

After his speech at the school, 
Lt. Comm. Walter will address 
the Salinas Rotary Club, after 
which he will be available for 
interviews by the students, from 
2 to 4 o’clock. In the evening he 
will interview the parents of 
men interested in the Navy Air 
Corps. 

Lt. Comm. Walter is connected 
with the United States Naval 
Reserve Aviation Base at Oak- 
land, California, and is interest- 
ed in securing cadets for the 
school. The requirements for ad- 
mission are essentially the same 
as for the Coast Guard school, 
namely, that the student must 
have completed two years at the 
Junior College before seeking 
admission. There is no entrance 
examination required for the 
Naval school, 


LARGE TURNOUT 
FOR LT. D. T. 
ADAMS TALK 


Approximately 100 men stu- 
dents from the. Junior College, 
heard Lieut. D. T. Adams, U. S. 
Coast Guard, last Friday morn- 
ing, when he told of the’ history 
and the advantages of the Coast 
Guard. He told the students 
something about the history of 
the organization which was es- 
tablished in 1790, and urged as 
many students as possible to en- 
roll in the new Coast Guard pre- 
paratory course to be offered 
this spring for the first time, at 
the Junior College. 

The new course will prepare 
the student for the entrance ex- 
aminations to the Coast Guard 
Academy, the requirements of 
which are essentially the same as 
those of a first-class engineering 
school. The course at the acad- 
emy. is four years, after which 
the student is graduated with 
the rank of Ensign, the same be- 
ing equivalent to that of Ensign 
in the Navy, or second Lieuten- 
ant in the Army. The base pay 
after graduation is $1,500, while 
the pay while attending the 
Academy is $780. Salary in- 
creases automatically each three 
years after graduation.

Statistical Survey 
Of Panther Cagers; 
Track Prospects 


Being the first survey and backward glance on the 1941 basket- 
ball season, this week’s column is devoted mainly to the noble art 
of statistical compilations which have been gathered by your cor- 
respondent after exhaustive efforts through the medium of Mr. G. 


Ed. Adams’ scorebook. 


In thirteen games which have been played, the Panthers are 
batting .699 with nine games won and four lost. Playing an assort- 
ment of teams representing towns, business establishments, and 
large, influential junior colleges, the Panther’s record reflects the 
success with which these opponents have been handled. 


Sacramento. and Placer junior colleges pinned the Panthers’ 
ears back at the Modesto Invitational tourney, although they did 
manage to trounce Santa Rosa J.C. and nose out Compton for a 


.500 average. 


"The only other teams to beat them were Glendale and Pasa- 
dena junior colleges, during the barnstorming tour- which was 
taken during the Christmas holidays. However this is not anything 
to be ashamed of, for these two schools boast enrollments of over 
three times the size of Salinas and consequently develop better 


teams. 


Led by their sharpshooting captain, Took Tainer, who has 
scored one hundred and nine points in thirteen games, the Pan- 
thers have managed to score the grand total of 501 points. This 


amounts to an average total of 38.53 points per game, a fair per- 
centage in any league. Tainer has made 8.33 points per. Closest rival 
of Tainer in the race for high scoring honors is Charles Lee, 6 ft. 
3 in. center who has rung up 86 points. 


Of the 501 points scored by Salinas, 406 have been made through 
203. successful tries for field goals, while the rest have been made 
from the free throw line, 95 to be exact. The percentage of field 
goals and free throws made has escaped our mind at the time, so 
if there are any advanced Math students who have lasted with us 
this far, please do not be too fastidious. 


While scoring their half thousand and one digits, the Panther’s 
defense has opened enough for the’opposition to grab 463 points.
